NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Central of- 
fice detectives late yesterday afternoon 
found large quantities of silver plate 
and jewelry in dingy rooms in a 
Rooseveilt-street tenement occupied by 
Antonio Desisto and his wife, Angela, 
an aged couple who make their living 
by picking rags.

The system of diversion prac- 
ticed by the agency Was worse than 
diversion as practice! last season un- 
der the exchanges, bet diversion, ac- 
cording to the fruit t e leaders ought 
not to be so gencrally practiced as it 
is. 


The arguments agaimst it are that 
diverted fruit is all ore <r less out 
of condition, and if fruit is out «° con- 
dition it is hard to sell) it at any price. 

The pressure on the Erie Railroad 


‘has been so strong that it has issued 


Orders not to display diveried fruit 
in its auction rooms. The trade here 
believes that this move is necessary to 
Protect the trade of New York and 
surrounding territory from unwise -and 
Perhaps in same instances, unneces- 
6ary diversion which creates the im- 
pression that only poor fruit is being 
shipped to this market. 

It is true ihat New York is a mar- 
ket which has no equal in the world.

CREDIT MEN ORGANIZE. 


Officers of Affiliated Organization are 
Elected and Plan of Work is 
Mapped Out. 

Officers were elected and a constitu- 
tion and bylaws were adopted yester- 
day at the organization meeting of the 
Los Angeles Wholesalers’ Board of 
Trade (adjustment bureau of the Los 
Angeles Credit Men's Association,) 
which is the full official title of the 
body formed Thursday night by the 
consolidation of the Los Angeles and 
Wholesalers’ Boards of Trade with 
the Credit Men's .Association.

and Metal Company; John Beck of 
kahn, Beck & Co.; secretary and 
treasurer, W. C. Mushet, present sec- 
retary of the Wholesalers’ Board of 
Trade; attorneys, W. T. Craig and 
Carroll Allen, the former now being 
counsel for the Wholesalers’ and the 
latier counsel for the Los Angeles 
Board of Trade. 

Under the consolidation agreement, 
Loth boards of trade are to go out of 
active individual existence at once, and 
within sixty days each to clear up 
as far as possible such business as 
may be pending. On December 1 all 
Lusiness matters of the individual 
boards that 'may not then have been 
adjusted will be transferred to the 
new organization, while all new work 
arising on and after October 1 is to 
be handled by the new body. 

For the present, at least, ihe offices 
of the new organization will be in the 
quarters of the Wholesalers’ Board of 
Trade, in the Bullard Block. A com- 
mittee was appointed yesterday, how- 
ever, to take up the matter of new 


offices, to be occupled after Decem- 
ber 1, 
President Simpson yesterday = ap- 


pointed variots committees, most tin- 
portant of which are those on mem- 
bership and finance. 

Following the announcement yester-

Old age 
may creep on the fencer, and diminish 
the vigor of his limbs and: the elas- 
ticity of his wrist; but in most cases 
that is amply compensated for by the 
increased coolness and precision which 
come of long years of practice. 

“On the other hand, if, trusting to 
his youth and agility, the beginner 
does not start by drilling himself intu 
correct action—which admits of al! but 
infinite variety—he will never get be- 
yond a few favorite attacks and par- 
ries, which yay, perhaps, by constant 
practice, be” performed with intense 
Vigor and rapidity. But as his physi- 
cal power fails, instead of reaping the 
benefit of practice, he becomes less 
and less formidable to his opponent, 
and ends by accusing his years, and 
giving up an exercise which might 
have delighted him to his last days.”

Rumors that a steel and wire mil’ 
might be started in Los Angeles arose 
yesterday with the arrival in Los An- 
geles of the principal officers and some 
of the heaviest stockholders in the Na- 
tional Steel and Wire Company, the 
principal competitor of the sieel trust. 


The party arrived in the pri- 
vate car “Columbia” over the Salt 
Lake line and at once became the 


guests of H. E. Huntington, who is 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the corporation. In ghe party are 
Evereit Webster, president of the com- 
pany: . C. Caples, traffic manager, 
both of New York; J. C. Rogers of 
Salem, Mass., assistant to the presi- 
dent, and the following stockholders, 
whose homes are in England: Cowley 
Lambert, Col. Swaine, W. E. Slaugh- 
ter, J. Watt Davis and Felix T. Cob- 
bold. 

One of the Britons is one of the prin- 
cipal owners of the White Pass ard 
Yukon Railroad in Alaska, one is an 
army officer and two or more are bear- 
ers of titles, a fact which they and 
their associates are careful to conceal. 
It is said that these gentlemen represent 
a vast amount of wealth. It is the 
first trip of most of the English visitors 
to the United States, while but one of 
them has ever before visited the Pacific 
Coast, 

Upon their arrival the members of 
the party were escorted to the Jon- 
athan Club, where Mr. Huntington 
was host, and later he took them in his 
private car for a trip over his inter- 
urban electric lines.

“Our company, which has two mills 
at New Haven, Ct., one at Bayonne,

gaged in the manufacture of telegraph 
and telephone wire, submarine cables, 
locomotive frames and driving wheeis 
for engines, as well as the genera] run 
of steel products. Just now we are 
supplying the United States govern- 
ment with all the submarine cables it 
is using, and we have a large trade in 
rubber-covered copper wire and cables. 

“It is not idle to suppose that there 
might be an opening here for such an 
industry, althou it is not for me to 
say that such an industry will be 
started just now. 

“We have had a most enjoyable time 
of it today, and, without exaggeration, 
have inspected the finest electfic rail- 
road in the United States. The road- 
bed and equipment of the lines over 
which Mr. Huntington has taken ue 
are far beyond what we had expecte! 
to find. In the East, we thought we 
had traction lines that amounted to 
something, while it was the suppoel- 
tion that the West had little to show 
in that direction.

DID CONTRACTOR M’CREA ALTER 
PUBLIC RECORDS? 


Accused of Tampering With Bids 
for Street improvement—Board of 
Public Works Refers Documents in 
the Case to the City Attorney—Fair 


Copyists Play Detectives. 


Sensational allegations concerning ‘he 
alteration 6f public records yesterday 
cause’ the Boami of Public Works to 
refer all bids for the improvement of 
Bast Second street to the Cry Attor- 
ney. 

Contractor S. McCrea appears itn the 
report of the City Engineer to be the 


Gowest bidder for the work, which will | 


cost in the aggregate about $12,009. 

But Mr. McCrea had apparently lost 
all interest in the contract. He asked 
the Board of Public Works to permit 
him to withdraw his bid-—‘‘by a tech- 
nieal error in figuring the cost of cul- 
verts.” 

Instead of compiying with this re- 
quest, Chairman Hiller sent for the 
«ity Clerk and the board went into ex- 
ecutive session. To Councilmen Hiller 
and Blanchard Mr. Lelamie told of a 
complaint made to him by the copy- 
ists in his office that Mr. McCrea had 
taken the bids Monday and lock:d 
them over, and that when they made 
a final comparison of the bids with the 
copies, they diecovered an item on Mc- 
Crea’s bid of $1200 for culverts on East 

mi street, which did not appear 
when the bids were first brought them 
from the Council chamber. . 

Mr. Lelande, highly incensed, hunted 
up McCrea and told him that the best 
thing he could do would be to with- 
draw his bid. To this. McCrea consent- 
ed. But when the City Clerk reported 


what had occurre! to the members of 


the Board of Public Works they were 
mot willing that the matter should be 
compromised in such a manner. 

Three bida were received for improv- 
ing East Second street; Cummings & 
Drain proposed $9687:70; E. Schiling. 
$10,380.60, and Mctrea—including the 
culvert item—$9513.30. McCrea's bi. of 
$1200 for culverts is just $300 lower than 
‘that of the next lowest bidder. It is 
$1000 lower than that of the other com- 
Petitors, and is jest low enough to 
give him the contract by a marrir. of 
$175 on a $10,000 competition. 3 

McCrea’s attorney suggested to the 
beard that the best way to dispose of 
the matter would be to reject ail bids 
and readvertise. To this, however, th 
attorney for Cummings & Drain wit! 
He insists that his clients 
made the lowest regular bid and that 
they are entitled to the contract. 

The omission of a bid on culverts 
would be sufficient to invalidate Mc- 
Crea’s bid. The copyists from the 
Merk'’s office wil) probably be calicd 
wpon to give their testimony in the 
Council! chamber next Monday. If the 
Council] should decide to throw out 
McCrea’s bid by reason of its alleged 
“irregularity” the contractor will be 
Placed in an unenviahle position. Not 
only would it be sufficient reason for 
barring him from receiving. any other 
contracts fer public improvements but 
the District Attorney might consider it 
sufficient evidence on which to issue a 
warrant for his arrest under a State 
statute which makes the alteration of 
publie records a felony. 

“IT have no Wesire ta do McCrea an 
injury or to prevent him from making 
a living as contract.r, gaid the City 
Clerk las* night, “but for my own pro- 
tection and that of the employés in 
my office, I was com ed to report 
to the Board of Public Works what oc- 
red.”’ 

“When the copyists toa me of the 
discovery of additional figures on Mc- 
rea’s bid after he had taken it away 
to look over I hunted him up and told 
him that it did not go, that if he want- 
ei to keep out of trouble ‘he had better 
get the Council to permit him to with- 
draw that bid. I understand that he 
esked the board this afternoon to per- 
mit him to do so. They sent for me and 
1 tald them the particulars of the case 
just as the copyists told them to me. 

Said the copyists: “Oh, please. Mr. 
Reporter, do not put our names in the 
paper. It ien't fair to frag girls into 
this controversy, and, besides, we can-

Contractor McCrea called at The 
Times office last night and made the 
following statement which he declares 
he is willing to swear to: 

“If any changes were made in any of 
the bids I know nothing about it. All 


of the bids with which I had anything 


to do were made out by P. A. Thomas 
to whom the work was to have gone in 
the event that the bids submitted re- 
sulted in securing the contracts. They 
were all in his handwriting and all 
that I did was to sign them before they 
were submitted. 

“As to what teok place in the City 
Hali after the bids were opened, I can 
only say that when [I was about to 
leave the building, I met Mr. Riddell, 
who is chief clerk for Mr. Stansbury, 
and at his suggection we went into the 
office of the City Clerk to look over the 
bids, our purpose being simply to see 
what they were. We examined the 
various bids together, he being with 
me ail the time and I positively assert 
that we made not the slightest change 
or alteration in any of them. I am 
sure Mr. Riddell will confirm my state- 
ment. Further than this I know noth- 
ing of the matter. 

“The whole affair must be thoroughly 


&] investigated, I shall insist upon that 


and will assist thoge in authority to ger 
at the real facts in order that the blame 
shall rest where it properly belongs. 
This is by no means the end of this 
matter. 

“I have my suspicions as to who is 
responsible but perhaps the present is 
not the proper time to assert what my 
opinion is until I can back it up with 
evidence. Other contractors were in 
the office at the time and others were 
at the door. 

“All that I can say is that I know 
positively nothing about any changes 
or alterations having been made in 


those papers and [ can prove to the} 


satisfaction of any investigating body 
that I made no such changes or alter- 
ations as are alleged to have 
made. 

“The statement that an attorney of 
mine represented me before the Board 
of Public Works is an error. If any 


attorney was there he had no authori- 


zation from me to snggest anything. 
I knew of nothing that required the 
services of an attorney. 

“I can explain my willingness to 
withdraw the bids by saying that I 
have already advertised my outfit for 
sale and intend to get out of the busi- 
ness. I was acting simply for Thomas, 
who is my nephew, and rather than 
have any controversy over any matter 
in which I was not directly interested 
and knowing that Thomas has secured 
another contract, I was willing that 
the bids be withdrawn.”

COURT DECIDES iT WOULD BE 
CONTRARY TO LAW.

Judge Trask Holds That Evidence 
Submitted in Suit to Enjoin Estab- 
lishes That Ground Was Dedicated 
to the City for Park Purposes and 
Must Stay Intact. 


Despite the urgency of finding new 
quarters for the City Library, and the 
willingness of a large number of citi- 
zens that a suitable building be erected 
in Central Park, the courts have de- 
clded that such a prevision is against 
the law and that the park must remain 
intact. 

Judge Trask yesterday made an or- 


der in which he holds that the evidence 


submitted in the case of Spires against 
the city of Los Angeles, in Which a prop- 
erty owner fronting on the park sought 
to enjoin the city from locating the |i- 
brary in the: park, clearly established 
the fact that the land propesed to be 
used jin part for a public library build- 
ing. had been dedicated by the city 
for public park purposes. 

“The occupation and use of thie land 


to the extent contemplated,” said Judge 
Trask, “for a public building and the 
business of a public library are incen- 


sistent with the declared uses and pur- 
poses to which it has been dedicated. 
‘Since « municipal corporation may 
dedicate lands, of which it is the pro- 
prietor, to specific public uses” not in-

consistent with the public purposes for 
which the lands are held, “its dedica- 
tion will be as binding, within proper 
limits, as would that of a private 
owner.” 

Findings and decree were ordered en- 
tered for the plaintiff.

MRS. SWEARINGER OF WYOMING 
COMES TO ASSERT HERSELF. 


Claims That Her Mother's Attorney 
and Her Brother Have Plotted to 
Deprive Her of Her Share of the 
Family Patrimony—Will Contest 
Pending. 


Mrs. Carrie Swearinger has come all 

the way from a little place called 

, Wyo., to try to prove that she 

is entitled to more than the §t left to 
her by her deceased mdother. 

Mrs. Elien Culver, mother of Mrs. 
Carrie, died on March 8 on her minia- 
ture ranch at Alhambra, and left 
property worth between $2000 and 
$2500. The estate is a small one, but it 
seems a lot to those that haven't any» 
thing. A will was produced made by 


the deceased on June 24, 1899, in which 


one I. D. Mills was named as executor 
and A. V. Culver, who is one of the 
heirs and devisees, petitioned for pro- 
bate of the will. 

The children of the deceased are: 
Mrs. Carrie Swearinger, Baggs, 
Mrs. Melissa  E. weet, Newman's 
Grove, Neb.: Allen J. Culver, who has 
since died and the whereabouts of his 
family is unknown; W. . Culver, 
Aubrey, Cal.; Gilbert and A: V. Cul- 
ver, Alhambra. To her daughter, Car- 
rie, the mother left a bequest in the 
following words: 

“I give and bequeath to my daughter, 
Carrie Swearinger, the sum of $1," and 
then in few words she provided that 
her property be divided among the 
other children share and share alike. 

Just as soon as the news reached 
Bages, Wyo., that Mrs. Culver was 
dead and had cut off her daughter 
Carrie with $1, Mrs. Swearinger took 
steps to contest the will. She has now 
filed a petition and the fight is on. She 
claims that her mother’s mind was 
dominated by those unfavorable to 
her. Among them was Z. B. West, at 
Santa Ana, who made the will, and who, 
Mrs. Swearinger says, Was an enemy. 
She avers that she knows this because 
he wrote several letters “roasting’’ her 
and expressing his displeasure and 
hatred. As the attorney and confiden- 
tial adviser of her mother, she says 
that he had a “grievance or score” to 
settie with her and as a_ result her 
mother’s mind was prejudiced and 


poisoned. 

But Mre. Swearinger carries the war 
into the camp of her own family by 
stating that the unhappy news of the 
death of her mother was “assiduously 
coneealed from her.” and that her 
brother, A. V. Culver, is not a proper 
one to a@minister upon the 

much as he has assisted 
rights and indicates a desire to do her 
wrong. 

Before Mre. Culver’s death it is 
claimed that she frequently expressed 
regret at having made such a will, and 
more than once stated in the presence 
of friends that as soon as she could go 
to Santa Ana she intended to change 
the provision discriminating against 
Carrie.

CONDON FOUND GUILTY. 
LIFE SENTENCE HIS PORTION. 
The jury in Judge Smith’s court took 


only half an hour yesterday to find 


John Condon guilty in the first degree 
of the murder of Charles FE. Albee, but 
fixing the punishment at imprison- 
ment for life. 

The old veteran defendant looked 
nonplussed for a moment, and then 
whispered to his counsel that it was 
all right. 

“Tl’d just as soon that it was for life 

as for ten years,”” he said, “for I can’t 
that jong anyway. 

Condon is 75 years of age and he 
probably speke truly, but it was gener- 
ally thought the jury would return a 
verdict in the second degree, notwith- 
standing that the killing assuredly was 
deiiberate enough. 

The defendant went upon the stand in 
his own defence but all that he satd 
didn't amount to imuch. He charged 
the murdered man with having dogweged 
and hounded him for so lone that he 
didn’t know what he was doing when 
he fired and killed his comrade. He 
acknowledged the crime—the killing, 
but merely reiterated that he didn't 
know what he was doing. 


The plea of temporary insanity had 


been set up but no one witness testified 
that they thought Condon actually in- 
sane. His conviction was almost a fore- 
gone conclusion. He will be brought 
into court for sentence on Tuesday.

ANOTHER ALLEGED RUSTLER.

It took the jury in the Fitgsimmons-

minutes yesterday morning to find all 
three defendants guilty of using the 
mails to defraud, When their verdict 
was announced, for the first time since 


the trial Fitzgsimmons’s defiant face 
took on an abject and disheartened 
look, and he and his hirelings filed 


from the courtroom with averted faces, 

Judge Wellborn, at 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, will announce the time 
of passing sentence, 

Fitzsimmons’s attorneys state that 
they will call for and expect to get a 
new trial; but viewing the conduct of 
the cases just concluded, and the evi- 
dence introduced, it is hard to see how 
their hopes can ever be gratified. 

And now, as to the possible penal- 
ties. The law states that an individual 
found guilty on a count of this kind 
may be imprisoned not more than one 
year, and fined.not more than $500. 
Fitzsimmons, tried alone the first 
time, had six counts proven against 
him, and on the second case, with 
Neighbors and Arnett, was found 
guilty on two counts. Hence, if it. 
pleases the judge, he may be gent to 
the penitentiary for eight years, and 
made to pay a fine of $4000. 

Neighbors and Arnett, in the same 
way, may get two years in the County 
Jail apiece, and a dine of $1000 each.

TIMBER FAMINE AT HAND. 


There are Many Millions of Acres That 
Might Produce Forests in the 
United States. 

[Washington Post:] The country Is 
threatened with a timber famine and 
it is predicted that the next genera- 
tion will find the supply of hard woods 
exhausted in nearly all the States. The 
American farmer is much of a vandal 
and during the last century there was 
wanmtoniy destroyed enough walnut, 
oak and ash to supply the necessities 
of our people for hard woods for de- 
cades at the present rate of consump- 
tion. But that is past mending and 
mills do not grind with the waster that 
went by yesterday. 

There is something of a land famine 
also, but that is imaginary rather than 
real; though thousands of Americans 
have left their homies and located in 
the Dominion of Canada, where lands 
are fertile, abundant and cheap. If 
there is a land farnine in the States 
it is due to the improvidence of our 
fathers and their vandal! methods of 
“skimming” the soil. There are mil- 
lions and millions of acres thug ex- 
hausted and turned out as waste and 
worthless fields. These, could be 
reclaimed and restored to thelr former 
fertility if we could induce the Amer- 
ican farmer to give a little thought and 
@ little time to posterity. 

Timber culture is unknown with us 
or so little practiced that for practical 
purposes it does not exist, though we 
have millions and millions of acres of 
waste exhausted and abandoned fields 
on which valuable timber could be 
grown, but the man who plants a tim- 
ber tree works for posterity, and our 
folks are so het-foot after the dollar 
they have no time for tree-planting. 


| And yet timber culture can be made 
| profitable to the planter. An exhausted 


fleld devoted to black walnut or black 
locust is soon covered with grass and 
affords an admirable pasture for sheep. 
In a few years the fertility of the soil 
is restored and the sheep husbandman, 


profit every year. 
sheep husbandmen, comparatively, and 
timber culture is not an industry. 

In some of the States of continental 
Burope no man can fell a tree on his 
land without a governmental permit, 
which is not granted until he has 
planted another tree to replace the 
one he shall cut. In France timber is 
a regular crop that is cut when it is 
“ripe” and planted in due season, It 
was such vandalism as we practice in 
the destruction of timber that made so 
many deserts in Asia. Trees are the 
lungs of the earth and in some parts 
of the United States the earth has 
tuberculosis, due to ignorance and un- 
thrift. 


Mr. Income. 


Mr. Cleveland's income from his in- 
vestments is between $8000 and $10,000, 
to which he adds an average of about 
$3000 by writing occasional essays for 
publication.

Marines Landed to Punish Blacks for 
Outraceous Actions Against

The San Francisco Bulletin devotes 
nearly a column of space to an inter- 
view with J. W. Eccleston, advertising 
manager for the Broadway Department 
Store, in which the “ad. writer” is 
made to berate the judgment of San 
Francisco merchants in preferring the 
morning newspaper to the evening pa- 
per as an advertising medium. After 
informing the Bulletin reporter that he, 
Eccleston, is “making a huge success 
of advertising,” and enunclating the 
new and startling theory that “human 
nature is the same the world over,” 
the Los Angeles ‘ad. man’’ revives the 
long exploded idea that the morning 
newspaper is not read in the home, be- 
cause hubby sticks it in his pocket and 
goes off to work with it, and there- 
after wifey doesn't see it and so learns 
nothing about ihe advertisements it 
contains; whereas the evening paper 
is the second Bible of the household. 

There may have been something in 
that juvenile brain-sprout @ very great 
while ago; but in these days of rush 
and eg! the evening paper has not 
even a sufficient circulation to hold it 
in the same class with the morning 
paper as an advertising medium. Here 
in Los Angeles, for instance, the news 
which The Times prints on Tuesday 
morning is frequently to be found un- 
der large headlines in Thursday night's 
Express.

It 
is only printed six days a week, while 
the morning paper is printed every 
day. .You see the difference. 

It is barely possible that the mer- 
chants of San Francisco, in preferring 
the morning to the evening newspaper 
as an advertising medium, know their 
business better than the “ad. man” 
from Los Angeles—not for a moment 
forgetting that he (says he in the Bu- 
letin) is “making a huge success of ad- 
vertising.” There is a general impres- 
sion in Los Angeles that Arthur Letts 
has had something to do with the 
“huge success” of the Broadway De- 
partment Store and that Mr. Eccleston 
has not been the whole thing.

EW TO THE LINE. 
When James R. Garfield was 
appointed Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions, it was distinctly understood that 
he was to make thorough examina- 
tions into the conduct of certain great 
corporations, and report his findings 
to the President; the ultimate purpose 
being to suppress abuses, if abuses 
were found to exist, to punish viola- 
tions of the law when evidence suffi- 
cient for conviction could be secured, 
and to prov for the faithful ad- 
ministration the laws in the fu- 
ture. This, in substance, was the 
expressed intention of the President, 
and there is not the slightest reason 
to suppose that the President has 
changed his purpose. 
Mr. Garfield's report relative to the 
beef combine was not altogether sat- 
isfactory, but it Jeveloped some facts 
of interest which will be of undoubted 
value in the pending prosecutions of 
the packers. His investigation into 
the management of the Standard Oil 
Company has taken more time than 
the beef inquiry. It has been quite 
searching, but there are good reasons 


searching enough. Mr. Garfield-is at 
work on his report, but it may be some 
time before it is ready for submission. 
‘Some “discrepancies” have been dis- 
covered between the facts gathered by 
Mr. Garfield and those gathered by his 
agents in various parts of the coun- 
try. Although the officials of the 
Standard Oil Company were very com- 
plaisant, pretending to be ready, will- 
ing, and even anxious, to give all ‘the 
information in their power, the dis- 
crepancies referred to lead to the be- 
lief that a great deal of important in- 
formation which is vital to the pur- 
poses of the investigation has been 
held back. The lack of this infor- 
mation will tend to make the govern- 
ment investigation abortive—and this 
was evidently the intention in with- 
holding it. No evidence calculated to 
damage the octopus was allowed to 
leak out, if it could possibly be con- 
cealed. 

When experts of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor came to tabu- 
late the information gathered by Com- 
missioner Garfield and his assistants, 
they were not long in making the dis- 
covery that false information had 
been given out. Information furnished 
by retail dealers, consumers, and in- 
dependent oil producers, which there 
is every reason to believe is accu- 
rate, or approximately so, is found 
to be diametrically opposed to  in- 
formation furnished by Standard Oil 
agents and officials. This outside in- 
formation, in the words of a Wash- 
ington dispatch, “shows that the 
Standard used the most vigorous and 
extraordinary methods of crushing 
competition; that it monopolized the 
market wherever possible; that it se- 
cured rebates from railroads and de- 
bauched legislative bodies, by which 
illegal courses it made profits on the 
sale of petroleum and products beyond 
the dreams of avarice.” It is added 
that the condition of affairs described 
“is said to have been found particu-

Commissioner Garfield has power, 
under the law, to summon officers of. 
corporations and to put them under 
oath. If they refuse to testify he can 
cause them to be imprisoned. He has 
large discretionary powers which he 
can use for the purpose of eliciting the 
truth. It is clearly his duty to use 
the powers pertaining to his office. for 
this purpose. It is very generally be- 
lieved that the Standard Oil Company 
has been guilty of all these serious 
charges against it. and of more. It is 
a matter of gencral belief, and to 
some extent of information, that the 
whole history of Standard Oil is a 
history of extortion, of business piracy, 
and of law-protected robbery. It is 
generally referred to as the most 
complete, the most gigantic, the most 
lawless and the most unscrupulous 
monopoly in the United States—nay, 
in the world. 

These charges are true or they are 
false. It rests with the government 
of the United States to show whether 
they ere true or false. Under the 
circumstances, it is the plain duty of 
the government to make so complete 
an investigation that there will no 
longer be any room for doubt or mis- 
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for believing tha: it has not been-

ELF-ABNEGATION OF GOMEZ. 
Jose Miguel Gomez, Governor of 
the province of Santa Clara, in Cuba, 
has renounced political ambition; has 
cagt it from him, so to speak, as Caesar 


Gomez was nominated by the Liberals 
for the Presidency of Cuba, but he has, 
with transcendent self-abnegation, ‘‘re- 
signed” the candidacy for that position 
of high honor (after having been 
overwhelmingly defeated, as he himself 
admits.) 

Mr. Gomez seems to take himself 
very seriously. He declares that it “is 
impossible to continue the campaign 
within the bounds of the law”’—which 
is certainly a very good reason, from an 
American point of view, for not con- 
tinuing it. “With Liberals in jails,” 
he declares, “and with the rifles of 
armed, forces, and even the dangers of 
hired assassins against unarmed voters, 
the problem confronting me _ is 
whether I should continue to lead my 
followers to the polls and permit them 
to become the victims of this sort of 
treatment.” 3 

To the unprejudiced mind it would 
seem, looking at the matter superficial- 
ly, that under the circumstances it 
would be better to call a halt, rather 
than to continue the campaign in the 
face of such odds. 

But Mr. Gomez declares that one 
other road is open—the right of revo- 
lution—and, that he might, an’ he 
would, pass on into this fateful high- 
way. He shrinks from thts alternative, 
however, for the reason that “an armed 
conflict would foreign interven- 
tion,” and before this could be accom- 
plished the material prosperity of Cuba 
would be greatly endangered, and much 
property would be destroyed, while the 
neutral elements would suffer. ““‘There- 
fore, I,” says Gomez, in a burst of self- 


bel against Spain, which was a thousand 
times stronger than Palma’s govern- 
ment, decline to accept the responsi- 
bility of plunging the country into 
war.”

In his attempt to condemn the treaty 
which virtually pledges us to interven- 
tion in Cuban affairs whenever the 
good of Cuba demands it, Mr. Gomez 
shows the need for its provisions, in- 
cluding the Platt amendment. He 
plainiy enough indicates that if the 
United States could be left out of the 
question, he would start a revolution 
without delay, although, as he says, the 
Palma government “has won a com- 
‘plete and overwhelming victory." Un- 
der present conditions, revolution in 
Cuba, except by peaceful means, is 
virtually impossible. It is better so, 
as every Cuban who recognizes the in- 
estimable boon which the United States 
has conferred upon Cuba should be 
willing to concede. 


EITHER BLESSED TO GIVE NOR 
: -TO RECEIVE. 

On the first day of the present 
month a law went into effect in the 
State of New York which is something 
of an innovation in prohibitory legis- 
lation. Although it is more or less an 
‘experiment, it is believed that the law 
will do away to a great extent with 
some evils that have grown to such 
proportions as to become a public nui- 
sance and menace. The experiment 
will be watched with more than ordi- 
nary interest, and if it prove success- 
ful to the extent that its promoters 
hope, similar legislation will no doubt 
be enacted in other States, as the need 
for it is conceded. | 
The new law is intended to prevent, 
so far as possible, the practice of cor- 
rupting purchasing agents. It applies 
equally to the maid-servant to whom 
some grocers are in the habit of giving 
a bonus for her mistress’ trade, and to 
the agents of great commercial houses 
“whose patronage may mean thousands 
of dollars a year to the manufacturer 
who gets it.” The law is quite drastic, 
as it needs must be if it is to be ef- 
fective. It provides that it shall be a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
from $10 to $500, or by such fine and a 
year’s imprisonment, for any person 
“to give, offer or promise an agent, em- 
ployé or servant any gift or gratuity 
whatever, with the knowledge and con- 
sent of the principal, employer or mas- 
ter of such agent, employé or servant, 
with intent to influence his action in 
relation to his employer's business.” 
The penalty applies, also, to agents who 
solicit or accept gifts or commissions 
for the purpose indicated. 


It is apparent from a careful reading 
of the law's provisions that they apply 
to the practice of “tipping” waiters, 
porters, and others—a practice  bor- 
rowed from Europe and carried to a 
pernicious extreme in this country. It 
applies, in fact, to a whole group of 
acts and practices which amount to 
nothing more nor less than petty 
“raft.” and which ought to be 
abolished if any law can abolish them. 
This nation has a great work before 
it.in abolishing the corruption which 
seems to be everywhere existent. 
Never before in the history of the 
country was crime of this nature so 
prevalent. It pervades all walks of 
life, public and private. It escapes just 
punishment a hundred times—perhap¢ 
a thousand times—where it meets with 
just punishment once. Society seems 
to be honeycombed with this dry rot 
of graft and dishonesty in every form. 
It is not a pleasant thing to contem- 
plate. Unless this dangerous and de- 
generate tendency be checked, it can 
result only in retrogression and ulti- 
mate disaster. ; 

The New York law is aimed at some 
of the petty forms of graft. It is just 
as necessary that these minor evils be 
checked as that evils of greater magni- 
tude be suppressed. But the becessary 
reform can never come through legis- 
lation, unless there be genuine reform 
in the hearts of the people. The whole 
evil is traceable to the American greed 
for money. This leads to the commis- 
sion of numberless smali vices and 


—— 


great felonies, which too often go un- 
detected and unpunished. The public 
conscience, for the present, seems to be 
surprisingly callous to the existence 
of these crimes which are eating away 
the vital forces of society. A crisis is 
near at hand, let us hope, which will 
arouse’ the public conscience to such 
an extent as to bring about a return 
to the simple principles of honesty and 
manhood.

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‘THROUGH FRENCH EYES. 


President Roosevelt as Seen by the 
Author of “Simple 
Life.” 

Pastor Charles Wagner, the French 
clergyman-author of “Simple Life,” 
writes in the October McClure’s his im- 
pressions of President Roosevelt and 
his family, gained last fall during: “A 
Visit at the White House.” The strong- 
est recollection the great Frenchman 
took away with him was made by the 
President's marvelous nervous energy. 

“He gives the impression,’ says Pas- 
tor Wagner, “of concentrated force, of 
a spring at tension. You feel that he 
is ready at any moment for a supreme 
effort, to expend himself in any cause 
that demands it. ... Here is a man 
who will never retreat before anything, 
unless it be evildoing; for he is as 
ecraipulous as he is determined ani 
brave, a leader who obeys e inner 
law. This chief of a republic State, 
armed by its Constitution with more 
authority than most sovereigns enjoy, 
has the sensitive conscience of a child. 
He its—to sum it up justly—an honest 
man. He will never be made to follow 


crooked paths; whatever end he 


that he will move straight toward it. 
“Moreover, he is clear-sighted, with- 
out illusions; he knows life and men 
with their underhanded ways. And 
yet, seeing things as they are, he be- 
lieves in the ultimate victory of the 
; but he knows the price of this 
victory is a daily struggle against the 
elements of destruction. He has done 
much, and thought much. His body. 
supple and warrior-like, equal to the 
greatest fatigue, inured to hard priva- 
tion, is at his service, ike a good steed 
perfectly responsive to its master. 
. . . Those who accuse him of im- 
perialism do not know him. His pa- 
triotism has nothing aggressive about 
it: it menaces no one. If he would 
have America strong, it is that sh- 
may not be at the mercy of the good 
pleasure of others; and the people are 
with him in this matter. Pacific but 
invincible—euch is their character. 
‘ For those everywhere who in- 
terest themselves in the destinies of 
the whole human family to find at the 
center of the life of a great people, a 
people whose influence makes itself 
felt to the ends of the earth, a charac- 
ter of this metal, a heart of such kind- 
ness, an intelligence so broad and 30 
rare, may well strengthen a world-wide 
confidence.” 


New Modesty of Science. 

One of the results of the scientific 
investigations of late years has been 
to lessen the dogmatic self-confidence 
of science. The cautious and tolerant 
tone of the recent address of Prof. 
Darwin, son of the great naturalist, 
before the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, at Cape Town, 
tas attracted wide attention. It was 
as far as possible removed from the 
strenuous dogmatisn of Huxley and 
Tyndall, who were the leaders cf Brit- 
ish science thirty vears ago. 

The truth is that so much that was 
once considered fixed has become un- 
settled jn the course of recent inquir- 
ies that science has begun to recognize 
the need of modesty. It has discovered 
that there are several more things 
even in the realm of physics and chem- 
istry and biolagy than were dreamed 
of in its former philosophy. It has 
even come to understand that the con- 
ception of evolution, important as it 
practically un- 
touched the great questions of the 
meaning of- human iife and destiny. 

A few years ago science was fairly 
positive that it knew a good deal about 
matter and its properties. It is not 
nearly so certain today, when some of 
its leading men suspect that the indi- 
visible atoms are made up of electric- 
ity charged particles.

Standard is Buying Heavily in the 
Mid-continent Districts—Big Raise — 
In Fuel Price Believed Favorable for 
Advance Here—Rockefelier’s New 
Rule—Oil Litigation. 


The oi! fields of the Indian Territory 
@re proving deciiiedly attractive to a 
mumber of Los Angeles oll men, whe 
are investing heavily. The latest to 
enter the list is ai combination of mag- 
mates of the Assdéciated, who have se 
cured 250,000 acres near Bartlettsville, 
tm the Cherokee Nation. Among those 
fnterested are W. S. Porter, M. H. 
‘Whittier and Burton E. Green. Bart- 
lettsville is in the heart of the Chero- 
kee fields, and the Standard is erecting 
large tankage there and has pipe line 
connection. The ail is about 32 gravity 
with a paraffine base, and the Stand- 
ard is buying thé output at 50 cents 
and over. 

Near Bartlettsville are also located 
the lands of the Los Angeles-Cherokee 
Oll Company, of which Dan Murphy of 
this city is president, and in which a 
mumber of local men are interested. 
H. P. Anderson, late general manager 
of the Chanslor-Canfield Midway Com- 
pany, has been appointed general man- 
ager of the property, which now has 
seven wells in operation, with an excei- 
lent production. 

Local men who ve Kansas connec- 
tions report that the steady advance 
there is having the effect of putting 
to rest some of the ill-feeling againet 
the Standard that*#was so strong last 
winter.

As a result of 
this the Altoona-Midway Company was 
formed under the Delaware laws with 
residents of Altoona as its chief back- 
ers, it being agreed that Dr. Hoy was 
to receive the deed from Barlow and 
Hall, then execute a deed to the com- 
pany and receive in consideration 500,- 

company. Of this, 1 were to 
gold to the company and the $10,000 
paid to Barlow and Hall. 

The company sent R. W. A. Jameson 
to Bakersfield to report on the prop- 
erty, and he gave a favorable opinion. 
While at Bakersfield, however, he pro- 
posed to Dr. Hoy that twenty addl- 
tional acres owned by him adjoining 
should be put into the company, and 
4n this connection Messrs. Barlow ani 
Jameson wanted a share of the 240,000 
stock shares retained by Dr. Hoy. An 
agreement was entered into to thie ef- 
fect. subject, it is claimed, to approval 
Sy his brother, Dr. H. K. Hoy of Al- 
ftoona, who had an interest the 
game. The latter claims to have re- 
fused his consent, but the stock was 
fssued to Barlow and Jameson and the 
litigation was begun. 

The plaintiff claims the deed was 
also changed to a quit claim. 

At present there is an injunction 
fm force against voting of this stock, 

ding the hearing of the case. The 

endants will commence depositions 
at Altoona on October 4. They deny 
the material allegation of the plaintiff 
and claim that the stock was properly 
fssued. The case is to be tried on its 
merits after much preliminary work.

Something About After Dinner 
Liqueurs—A Strange Chinese Liquid 
Which no Westerner. Has Ever 
| Tasted—Vermouth Was Made in 
Pliny’s Day—The Ripening Tokay. 


(The World and His Wife:] ‘‘Cognac, 
curacoa, chartreuse, creme de menthe,” 
Says the butler insinuatingly, with a 
pause after each title, as he halts be- 
hind every chair when the end of the 
dinner approaches and the coffee cups 
are on the table, and the guests stay 
in their talk for a second, echo one of 
the names, according to whether they 
like this last little alcoholic fillip to the 
palate to be sweet or dry, biting or 
gentle, and then the conversation rolls 
on again, with never a thought as to 
the makers and the making of the 
liquid, topaz or emerald, ruby or crys- 
tal, which fills the little glasses. 

The liqueurs we sip in after-dinner 
content come from many more lands 
and are made from a far greater va- 
riety of the fruits of the earth than 
the wines we drink with the meats, yet 
& man who will talk with some knowl- 
edge of ports and sherries, burgundies 
and hocks will not in nine cases out of 
ten know why the best of the cognacs 
is called grande fine champagne, or 
from what fruit maraschino is made. 
The preliminaries to the making of 
liqueurs—the vintage at Cognac, the 
cherry harvest in Dalmatia, the sort- 
ing of herbs in. the cool cloisters of the 
Trappist and nedictine and Carthu- 
sian monasteries—generally take place 
in some picturesque spot of the earth, 
but there is no valid reason why a 
very good kummel or a passable char- 
treuse should not be distilied in any 
back kitchen, for liqueur making is a 
trade which requires but little ma- 
chinery and has few secrets. 

Though the good monks, when they 
dwelt amid the mountains near Gren- 
oble, chose to use over 100 ingredients 
in their liqueurs it would have scarcely 
any difference in taste from the strong 
waters which you and I and the cook 
could brew if we had a will in’ the 
basement out of a bare dozen herbs 
and roots, ar and eau de vie. 

The only liqueur the mode of making 
which is an absolute secret is that 
strange Chinese liquid which no west- 
erner has ever tasted, but which celes- 
tials have assured me does exist, the 
principal ingredient which ts lamvp’s 
fiesh. Such of the inese ligbors as l 
have sipped have as their basis sam- 
shu, which is a epirit made from rice, 
and they taste like @re water slightly 
impregnated with a variety of sweet 
nastinesses. One, however, better than 
the rest, is made in Northern China, 
and is flavored | with orange peel. 

CHINESE AS DISTILLERS. 
The Chinese claim that they distillea 
alcohol so far back as 2200 B.C., where- 
as the benighted Europeans only 
learned how to produce eau de vie in 
the thirteenth century. Certainly the 
samshu tastes as if its secret was dis- 
covered when man was barbaric ‘and 
his digestion very strong. 

In Siam the rice spirit is also the 
foundation of the national liqueurs, 
and these are equal in infamy to those 
of China. Persia and Japan are the 
two countries of the East where the 
native liqueurs are drinkable. 

The universal Japanese rice spirit, 
saki, has as many degrees of perfec- 
tion ag European brandy, and varies 
as much in price. The very old saki, 
which has been distilled from the best 
of rice and has been kept for many 
years, is to be bought in bottles which 
are works of art. It tastes more like 
a soft, dry sherry than like a liqueur, 
but anyone who drinks two or three 
little cupfuls of the straw-colorei 
liquid soon learns how strorig it is. 
In Persia the drinking of wine is 
against the religion of the country, 
and, therefore, a good Persian when he 
has some cheice Shiraz wine and li- 
queurs in his celler bids his cronies to 
come and feast on “nightingale’s 
flesh.” This delicacy comes to table 
with a flower in the neck of each bot- 
tle. After the wine the liqueurs are 
served, and these are made either from : 
dates or from raisins, curiously and | 
very agreeably scented. 

In India our forefathers, in the 
heavy drinking days, mixed the liqu- 
eur arrack in their punch, and liked 
the spirit so much that they sent it 
home, and it came into favor in Eng- 
land, The fermented juice of the palm 
long kept, especially that imported 
from Batavia, is certainly palatable, 
but in fits early stages as toddy it is 
responsible for most of the serious 
troubles of the British soldier in India,

the table on which are spread all poasi- 
ble provocatives to hunger, tiny sand- 
wiches, scraps of smoked fish and 
fowl, anchovies, olives and the like—is, 
in every restaurant, a stand of li- 
queurs. 

The smiling damsel who presides over 
this gives to each Russian, who has 
collected a plateful of the tiny sections 
of eatables, a glass of liquor from the | 
array of bottles which is before her, 
and he generally returns for at least 
one more before he takes his seat at 
the dinner table. There are vodka and 
kummel, the pink klouka, the green 
creme de menthe and a score of other 
liqueurs, all made within the limits of 
the emptre, for in nothing ts Russia 
more protective than in the enormous 
duty she puts on foreign wines and 
spirits. 7 

Vodka looks like water and tastes 
like fire. Only a salamander could dis- 
tinguish between one kind of vodka and 
another. Kummel in Russia is often 
nearly as flery as vodka, and is near- 
ly as simple to make. Cummin seeds, 
coriander, alcohol, orange peel and 
white sugar are its usual ingredienta. 
Anisette is another liqueur of which 
the Russians drink an enormous quan- 
tity, and which is as simple in {ts mak- 
ing as k el—aniseed, almonds, pow- 
dered iris, coriander, sugar and alcohol 
being all that are required. Both kum- 
mel and the various kinds of anisette 
often look very decorative in their bot- 
tles, for the sugar is made to crystal- 
lize. A little branch of anisette plant 
is put into each bottle of anisette, and 
the crystals form upon it like frozen 
snow. Of Russian liqueurs polynnaia, 
a wormwood whisky is the best, being 
an excellent digestive. 

AN ANCIENT BEVERAGE. 
Horace gives a long list of liquors of 
his days in one of the satires, but of 
all these liqueurs only vermouth, which 
Pliny writes of, is drunk at the present 
day. Hippocras, which is the Grecian 
liqueur which Hippocras is said to 
have compounded, made a brave strug- 
gle for existence, and wae served at 
Versailles court banquets in the reigns 
of Louis XIV and XV, but it did not 
survive the eighteenth century. 

Tokay is the noblest liqueur which 
graces the present day, board. It is a 
wine but is so scarce, so expensive, and 
is kept so long before it comes to its 
prime that it is generally classed with 
the liqueurs. The vineyards around 
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Tokay are only twenty-four square 
miles in extent, and as every Hunga- 
rian magnate counts {tt a point of 
honor to have a tokay vineyard, and to 
make his own wine for his own drink- 
ing, very little of the real tokay goes 
outside the bounds of the Austrian 
empire. 

Fifty years ts the time tokay should 
be in bottle before it is drunk, and It is 
at its best after 100 years of keeping. 
High prices are paid for it. One Aus- 
trian Emperor gave three guineas a 
bottle for the 100 bottles he sent as a 
present into Holland. And the most 
costly and agreeable present the Em- 
press Maria Theresa could think of to 
send to Louis XV was some dozens of 
the imperial wine.

The native distillers make arratk at- 
tractive in many ways, scenting it with 
flowers and impregnating it with aro- 
magic herbs. At a nautch or any other 
native festivity liqueurs of brilliant 
colors, strongly scented, are offered to 
the Europeans if any are present. The 
labels on the bottles blaze with gold 
and the names are those of the best 
Puropean liqueurs, but the taste is that 
of doctored rice of palm spirit. It al- 
ways occurred to me, when politeness 
obliged me to sip these decoctions, that 
the bazaar distilier had intended to 
make a gallon or two of perfumes and 
that, his attempt being a failure, he 

bottled the spirit as liqueurs. 
SOMB STRANGE LIQUEURS. 

Among strange liqueurs made in the 
uttermost parts of the earth, all of 
which only attain to the dignity of the 
title by long keeping, are the sugar- 
cane bessabesse of Madagascar, the 
mahmari, distilled from bananas, in 
Mozambique; the statkviatrava, made 
from sugar and herbs, and the watky, 
made from rice in Kamchatka. The 
van-der-hum, the admirable liqueur of 
the Cape, also deserves a word of men- 


tion.

Following other service Par- 
sons was appointed recruiting sergeant 
for the Forty-sixth Ohio Infantry, In 
December, 1861, he was appointed 
quartermaster-sergeant of that regi- 
ment.

He was 
mustered out in July, 1865. 

Gen. Grant, who had the naming of 
twenty-two appointees among line of- 
ficers to the regular army, selected, 
among others, young Parsons, and he 
was made first Heutenant in the 
Twelfth United States Infantry, 
where he served on the frontier until 
1870, when he resigned.

OW-ON CRASH 
LJ ON BREAKWATER. 


SCHOONER MURIEL {8S BADLY 
HOLED AT SAN PEDRO. 


Skipper Says There Was No Light 
on the End of the Seawal!—Con- 
tractors for Big Reok Work Remain 
to be Heard from on That Point. | 
Lawsuit Likely. 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 29.—Sailing eight 
knots an hour, the large four-masted 
schooner Murie!, Capt. Wikander, out 
twelve days from Raymond for this 
port, last night crashed bow-on inte 
the outer end of the government 
breakwater, and was severely dam- 
aged. 

A great hole was stove: in her bow 
and she filled rapidly with water, be- 
coming completely waterlogged. She 
was kept afloat only by a cargo of over 
600,000 fee: of lumber. It is stated 
that it will require $7000 or $8000 to 
repair the damage. 

So strong was the force of the col- 
lision that several huge rocks of the 
superstructure of the breakwater were 
forced out of position and several 
bentsa of piling were smapped off like 
tinder. 

Capt. Wikander and the crew of the 
Muriel say that the accident was due 
to the fact that ne signal light was 
displayed on the end of the break- 
water. The contractors for the break- 
water are responsible for displaying 
and kee’tne this lieht in order, and 
-pr@bable «a tawsuit will follow 
between the underwriters and the con- 
tractors on account of the accident. 

Soon after the Muriel estruck a 
sailor climbed out over the bowsprit 
onto the trestle work and came to 
San Pedro for assistance. The tug 
Warrior was sent out and towed the 
disabled schooner to the inside of the 
breakwater. 

In speaking of the accident today 
Capt. Wikander said: 

“Last night when we came in sight 
of the lights of Long Beach and Sdn 
Pedro the night was hazy and it was_ 
difficult ‘o see any great distance. 
Being so close to our anchorage, all 
the crew and. myself were on deck 
taking in sails. We were going at a 
good clip, probably seven knots, be- 
fore a southwest breege, and I had 
figured that we were well beyond the 
breakwater when we struck the out- 
er end with terrific force bow on. There 
was no light on the outer end of the 
breakwater, and I had mistaken the 
light on the shore end as the end of 
the structure. All the members of 
my crew will bear out the statement 
that no light was displayed on the 
outer end. I succeeded in getting the 
vessel clear and into deep water. She 
filled rapidly, and the pumps made no 
impression on the water. It will be 
impossible to estimate the damage un- 
til the lumber is removed. It is a 
shame that better protection to ship- 
ping is not afforded on the breakwater, 
for it Hes directly in the way of ves- 
sels an or mak- 
ing San ro. A small lantern is 
all the light to show the end of the 
breakwater and any unusual gust of 
wind blows it out.” . 

Considerable comment was heard 
here today relative to lights on the 
seawall. Several captains in port make 
the assertion that often the light is 
not burning, and this fact makes it 
very dangerous. 

Capt. Jack Hamilion, port pilot for 
San Pedro, said today: 

“The smash-up of the Muriel an the 
outer end of the breakwater is what 
I have long expected and predicted. 
The contractors are supposed to keep 
a decent light out there, but the old 
lantern is no better than the ones 
used on the streets to show a sump- 
hole. It’s a shame. Some months ago 
the Irene, Capt. Mitchell, bumped the 
end of the breakwater, and a protest 
was sent in to the engineers, who re- 
pued that the contractors were re- 
sponsible, and we received a very
